In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.1 1 1, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132)

Ail business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items:

As to claims 1 and 16, the additional description of the medallion being "unitary" or "single piece", and the medallion 
also being selected from the group consisting of transparent, translucent etc., would probably read over the current art 
rejection. In addition, arguments were presented concerning claim 12, where the Attorney pointed out that part "f) M 
claims a surface mount light emitting diode, which has a different structure than the bullet-type LED in the cited 
reference. The Examiner agreed that the current art rejection fails to disclose using a surface mount light emitting 
diode, and the rejection was improper. No agreement to allowability was reached on the claims, and further search 
and or consideration would be required in light of any amendments to determine if allowable subject matter exists .

1 . An article of jewelry comprising: 

a) a flexible conductor having an exterior coating of non-conductive composition; 

b) said conductor forming a loop having first and second discontinuities; 

c) a clasp located within a first discontinuity; 

d) a medallio n, consisting of a unitary item, located within a second discontinuity; 

e) said medallion having an opening adapted 10 receive said conductor; 

f) said clasp includes a housing having a first aperture adapted to receive a proximal 
end of said conductor from one of said loop discontinuities; 

g) said proximal end of said conductor joined to an electrode with a cross sectional 
area greater than a cross sectional area of the first aperture. 

2. The article of claim 1 , fijrther comprising said housing having a surface with a recess 
adapted to receive said electrode. 

3. The article of claim l f wherein a size of said cross sectional area of said electrode is 
adapted to prevent withdrawal of said electrode from said first aperture. 

4. The article of claim 1 , wherein said housing of said clasp is adapted to receive a battery, 

5. The article of claim 4, wherein said electrode of said housing is adapted to contact a 
terminal of said battery. 

6. An article of jewelry comprising: 

a) a flexible conductor having an exterior coating of non-conductive composition; 

b) said conductor forming a loop having first and second discontinuities; 

c) a clasp located within a first discontinuity; 

d) a medallio n, consisting of a single piece, located within a second discontinuity; 

e) said medallion having an opening adapted to receive said conductor; 

f) said clasp includes a covering having a surface with a recess, wherein said recess 
is adapted to receive an electrode from one end of said conductor from one of said 
loop discontinuities. 
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7. The article of claim 6, further comprising an aperture adapted to extend through said 
surface of said covering. 

8. The article of claim 7, wherein said first covering is adapted to receive a battery. 

9. The article of claim 8, wherein said aperture is adapted to receive an element to contact a 
surface of said battery. 

1 0. The article of claim 9, wherein said element is adapted to dislodge said battery from said 
covering. 

1 1 . The article of claim 6, further comprising at least a portion of a wall within said covering 
and at least a portion of a rim along at least a portion of a perimeter of said wall. 

1 2. An article of jewelry comprising: 

a) a flexible conductor having an exterior coating of non-conductive composition; 

b) said conductor forming a loop having first and second discontinuities; 

c) a clasp located within a first discontinuity; 

d) a medallion located within a second discontinuity; 

c) said medallion having a diametrical aperture to f/efrm a channel through said 
medallion; 

'surface mount light emitting diode1ioy}ed within said diametrical aperture, 

1 3. The article of claim 12, further comprising a conductor from one of said discontinuities in 
secure contact with a terminal receptor of said light emitting diode. 

1 4. The article of claim 12, further comprising said light emitting diode in a radially 
equidistant position from an exterior surface of said medallion. 

1 5. The article of claim 14, wherein said radially equidistant position of said light emitting 
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diode provides an even distribution of illumination. 
New claims to be discussed: 

1 6. An article of jewelry comprising: 

a) a flexible conductor having an exterior coating of non-conductive composition; 

b) said conductor forming a loop having first and second discontinuities; 

c) a clasp located within a first discontinuity; 

d) a medallion consisting of a single piece location within a second discontinuity; 
and 

e) a light emitting diode housed within an aperture formed in said medallion. 

1 7. The article of claim 1 6, wherein said light emitting diode is a surface mount light 
emitting diode. 

1 8. The article of claim 1 6, wherein said aperture extends from a first surface of said

medallion to a second surface of said medallion. 

1 9. The article of claim 16, wherein said medallion includes an opening adapted to receive 
said conductor. 

20. The article of claim 16, wherein said clasp includes a housing having a first aperture 
adapted to receive a proximal end of said conductor from one of said loop discontinuities. 

2 1 . The article of claim 20, wherein said proximal end of said conductor is joined to an 
electrode with a cross sectional area greater than a cross sectional area of said first 
aperture. 

22. The article of claim 1 6, further comprising a battery adapted to be in communication with 
said clasp. 
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
